Dsar  Captain  Quintanilla: 

Psading  an  article  in  the  Sunday  Oregoaiaaa  this  ;:K>riing,  rerdncis  jne  of  an 
incident  that  took  place  w'nile  I was  hunting  in  eastern  Oregon  in  October  1959* 

This  cannot  be  of  any  ini:erest  to  you,  but  since  I have  to  clean  the  ggaags  out 
bMs  morning,  I thought  that  I would  delay  it.  Jlrst  let  me  say  that  I have  never 
seen  a flaring  saucer,  a space  ship,  or  anything  ^^ith  green  heads,  or  portholes  on 
it.  I am  the  manager  of  a department  SLore,  have  a college  education,  as  has  my 
vrife,  am  Ul  years  old,  and  am  nob  a "nut"  so  keep  this  under  your  hat. 

In  October  1959,  the  exact  date  escapes  me  at  the  present,  but  it  was  during  the 
third  or  fourth  week  of  the  month(I  could  find  out  the  exact  date  vrith-some  little 
hunting  around)  My  wife,  young  son  and  daughter,  and  I went  hunting  with  a rancher 
in  eastern  Oregon,  the  exact  spot  was  Telephone  jddge,  and  is  about  UO  miles  east 
of  Enterprise,  Oregon,  The  children  were  in  bed,  the  time  was  about  9:15  ?.«H« 

Sind  ny  wife,  I and  the  oiiher  couple  were  sitting  around  the  camp  fire  drinking  cofi'e- 
Don't  get  any  ideas,  because  we  do  not  drink  anything  but  co^'fee  on  hunting  trips, 
ve  hund.  The  moon  was  out  and  almost  directly  overhead.  Broken  c'imulous  clouds  wer 
in  the  sky,  and  they  ’"ay  have  covered  about  one  fourth  of  the  sW  in  broken  patches. 
We  were  camoed  at  about  5, GOO  feet  and  we  estimate  the  clouds  to  have  been  at  about 
10,000  to  12,000  feet,  ?rom  out  camo  sight  which  was  in  an  open  meadow  we  observed 
from  about  10  miles  away  what  appeared  to  be  headlights  on  a car  or  truck  come  over 
the  top  of  a hill.  As  we  watched  we  could  see  that  they  were  not  truck  lights  since 
they  were  up  in  the  sky  as  they  came  closer . I say  they,  but  mean  it,  since  we  say 
just  one  light  in  the  sky.  It  came  to  within  approx  two  or  three  miles  of  us  taking 
a period  of  about  fifteen  minutes  to  reach  this  spot.  It  then  stayed  in  this  spot 
for  almost  half  an  hour,  Vfe  looked  at  It  thru  our  rifle  scopes,  and  could  see  noth! 
but  this  bright  light.  It  was  as  bright  and  clean  as  a carbon  arc  light,  and  it  sse 
to  pulse  jiist  a lit.tl-  as  though  it  were  caused  b**  an  engine  of  four  cycle  origin, 
but  it  did  pulse.  At  no  time  did,  we  ever  see  anything  but  the  bright  light.  We  cou 
not  see  anything  around  the  edge  nor  a shape,  nor  a.Trthing  that  the  light  came  from. 
The  bright  light  was  the  third  point  of  a line.  Cur  ca.-Tp  was  one,  a pine  tree  appro 
90  feet  high  and  about  2'00  yards  away  was  the  second,  and  the  light  was  the  third, 

Vje  could  see  enough  of  uhe  tree  the  moonlight  so  we  could  see  that  the  light  did 
not  move.  After  about  half  an  hour  during  which  tir.e  we  talked  about  shooting  at  it 
bub  how  do  the  e^lain  to  the  government,  or  to  little  green  men  that  you  thought  yo 

w-^re  shooting  at  fishing  saucers?  .\fter  the  half  hour  ‘id.th  the  angle  of  the  light 
being  at  almost  35d agrees  from  the  ground  thr'J  our  line  of  sight  ■’'Tith  the  tree,  the 
light  shOv  straight  up  in  the  air,  passed  thru  the  broken  cloud  layer,  and  as  it  did 


“0,  it  make  a large  reflection  flare  across  th^  bot”om  of  the  clones.  We  did  not  S“ 
it  after  that,  vet  the  clouds  :-fere  not  solid,  and  should  have  had  a glimose  of  it 
af^er  it  passed  thru  the"  clouds.  This  ligh'^^  passed  thru  an  angle  of  abouu  U5  degree 
in  one  and  a hlilf  seconds]  T ■w^uld  like  to  see  something  that  could  accelerate  at 
that  speed  from  a standing  start,  and  thp  color  of  the  light  did  not  change  except 
when  it  was  going  up  it  did  not  seem  to  have  the  slight  pulse  that  it  did  while  it 

•was  standing  still,  Kav*be  it  was  moving  so  fast  we  co’uld  not  see  it  pulse.  About 
two  m-i  cutes  after  the  light  dissapearsd,  two  jets,  I suppose  from  . os*es  Lake,  c^me 
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illht,  Thera  v:a3  no  vn-rd,  '*'•?  clouds  w^ro  broken,  nni  '.-fe  have  Gzrice  n'oc'-t 

s»=*eing  this,  but  kno’w  that  it  could  not  have  bt-!en  vjea‘'htsr  ’-alloon,  or  any  other 
object  i\D.nd  driven,  because  there  v;as  no  wind.  I vouid  cerbaiiily  liiCs  to  have  vou 
c;oolain  this  one,  and  if  you  people  covi?  up  vrithin  the  next  couolo  ol*  years  with 
a flying  saucer  propelled  by  light,  or  using  light  as  a force  to  drive  it,  you  had 
bett.er  let  vie  know,  becausa  I would  hate  like  hell  to  shoot  do>m  one  of  these  things 
and  see  the  fauiliar  Air  foroe  insignia  on  the  side.  1 don' t know  that  this  will 
do  anything  but  add  to  all  of  the  other  stuff  you  have  on  ll?0ls  but  at  least  it  may 
na'.ce  it  more  ■’nteresting.  I thought  of  vrriting  to  ‘ oses  Lake  and  asking  them  i.f 
they  sent  up  two  Jets  on  that  night,  and  what  for,  V*ut  figured  that  I would  feet  a 
wise  reply  from  some  ?R  man  v;ho  thought  I was  a nut.  All  of  this  information  is 
true  Captain,  and  there  are  four  of  us  who  saw  exactly  the  same  thing.  Just  to  g*ive 
you  a little  something  more  to  work  on  below  is  a small  sketch  of  our  can®,  and  of 
the  distance  and  angles  as  I remember  them,  college  m.athimatics  is  too  rusty 
me  to  figure  out  the  '’istances  so  I leave  it  to  you.
